and the Moment they fhould do it, they 
would, like Sampfon, pull it down upon 
theirown Heads. 

The Parliament of Britain cannot enter 
jnto an Enquiry, whether they are a Par- 
Jiament or no ; for their being a Parliament 
only gives them Powerto be there. Now, 
how will they come to be-4 Parliament——« 
And enquiring into this, will bring me to 
another Abfurdity of Mr. #———s, (Fiz.) 
That thisUnton is anentire diffolving the 
Conftitution of Scotland, and furrendring 
it bound Hand and: Foot into the abjolute 
Difpofe of the Englifb. This is fuch a Con- 
tradition, and fo plaialy clear’d by the 
Treaty, that no Man can think fo roughly, 
but he that on Purpofe fhuts his Byes againtt 
his Reafon. 1’) ftate it by Way of Que- 
ftion and Anfwer ; the Catechifm is fhort, 
let no Man be loth to learn it.

- By mutually diffolving their r¢fpefive 
Conftitutions, and forming one general 
Conftitution upon a Treaty of Equalities 
and Equivalents ; the Stipulations of which 
Treaty are agreed to be the conftituent 
Part of the fubfequent Body. 

. Upon what Right do the prefent re- 
fpeive Parliaments depend ? 

A Thenatural Right ot the Freeholders 
of both Kingdoms, which intitles them by 
the Poffeffion of their Lands to have the 
free Exercife, and Power of resale the 
Laws, by which they are to be governi'd. 

. Does not this new Conftiturion deftroy 


shat Right? 
4. Rot at all, but referving that Right, 


which indeed it cannot deftroy, agrees to 
limit the Exercife of it by fuch and fuch © 
Forms, and on fuch and fuch Conditions ; 
which Conditions are the Limitationsof the 
Power of the new Parliament, as being the 
A& and Deed of the oid Parliaments, 
whofe Conftitution was founded on orjginal 
Right. 

I think, this Conne@tion is plain, and 


very juft 5 and as it will admit no Obje- 


&ion, foit however brings me to the next 
thing of Courfe, which the other Gentle- 
men are driven to by the Neceffity of the 
Argument. 

And that.is, that the Parbiament of Scote 
band, and by Confequence that of England 
too, have not a Power to go iato this U- 
nion—And Mr. A—s fays, p. 62. “* That 
“ "tis not in the Power of the Scots Parliae 
“ ment to conclude fuch an Union, with 
“ out a manifeft Violation of Truft, and 
‘ without doing a manifcft A& of Injuftice, 
“© Oppreffion and Ufurpation, agaia& the 
“ Fundamental Rights and Liberties of this 
“« free Nation. 

This is pleading to the Juri(di@ions of a 
Court, which in all Ages all Courtsof Jue 
ftice, tho’ inferiour far to Parliaments, do 
notallow: And the Parliament or Goverae. 
ment ofScot}ind needs not atall,that I fhould 
defend or explain what they bave, or have 
not Power to do. 

But Ifhall {peak two things here aman 
Firft; how abfurdly «do thefe Men argue ? 
They will not allow, the Parliament of 
Seorland can break into the Conftitution, or 
meddle with the Fundamentals 3 and yet 
they will-have it be, that the Parliament 
of Britain fhall have Power to undo its own 
Foandation, and break the Articles of Unt 
on, by which it is to have its Being. This 
is not fair Dealing at all. 

But a little Help will reconcile all this : 
Tt is moft true, and I grant it readily, that 
the Goveroment of no Nation can take 
away the original Right of thePeople; and 
Tam per(waded, the Parliament of Scotlend 
will not take it il, if I fay, they cannot 
make a Law, that the Freeholders of Stote — 
land {hall nor have a Right to be govern’d 
by their own Laws, that isa Voice in the 
making of them, by Repreleutatives, and 
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enjoy the Liberty. of thelr Perfons, Proper- 


ty of their Lands, &. 

~ But it fhall therefore follow, they: thall 
not have Power. to determine the Circam- 
frances of thefe things, which are the Con- 
fequences of a Reprefentative, as how many 
they fhall be reprefented by, who havea 
Right to be reprefented, and who not, and 
the like ? 

To bring thisHome, ’tis not in the Po- 
wer of Parliament to difpoffefs any Free- 
holder withouc Conyiétion of a Crime com- 
mitted, of his Right of being reprefented ; 
and yet cis in- the Power of Parliament to 
difpoffefs all che Burroughs, ‘Towns, Cities 
and Corporations jn Britain, of their Right 
of being reprefented ac all..
